WOMEN LIVING UNDER MUSLIM LAW: CALL FOR ACTION 


Women Living Under Muslim Law has sent information 
concerning areas of great international distress. One cause for 
concern is located in India where Kashmir women are being 
tortured and assaulted by the occupying Indian Army and security 
forces stationed there since January 1990 to curb the "menace" of 
freedom fighters. The second action is toward the Government of 
India which has suspended the Kashmir states executive and 
legislature from functioning. The communique urges you to write 
Amnesty International, 322 8th ave, New York, N.Y. 10001, or 
International League for Human Rights, 432 Park Avenue South, New 
York. N.Y. 10006 or their local representatives in your country. 
The concern is that, in spite of the continuing gross violations 
of women’s human rights, not one human rights organization has 
initiated action against the offending government.
